Mickey Mouse is undoubtably the 
only entertainer who can claim he 
was “created” on a cross-country 
train ride. Walt Disney had just lost 
the rights to “Oswald the Rabbit” but 
refused to admit defeat. The haunt- 
ing memory of a mouse racing 
around his barnyard in Kansas City 
kept coming back to him. Why not 
create a mouse the World would 
love? The mouse was named Mor- 
timer to the dismay of Lillian Disney, 
who convinced Walt the mouse| 
needed a less pompous name... 
and that was the beginning of Mic- 
key! 





Steamboat Willie-1928 

Mickey's first starring role reached 
the public on November 18, 1928 at 
the New York Colony Theater when 
“Steamboat Willie” premiered. It 
was the World's first sound cartoon 
and was warmly received by the au- 
dience. Mickey was young then, and 
as with most youthful people, slightly 
mischievous, but he had personality 
that would endure. 

“The Band Concert” was Mickey's 
first venture into the world of color. 
Again, Mickey displayed his versatil- 
ity as he directed his orchestra in a 
spirited rendition of the William Tell 
Overture, despite the many obsta- 
cles in his way. 





Mickey And The Beanstalk 
from Fun And Fancy Free-1947 

By 1938, Mickey was a full-fledge 
star playing the role of the town hero 
in a gallant struggle to overcome a 
terrible giant in “The Brave Little 
Tailor”. Mickey was older and wiser, 
and thrilled that he was always play- 
ing to packed audiences. 


Mickey was ready for the big time 
and his first full length motion pic- 
ture. In 1940 the big chance came in 
the role of The Sorcerer's Apprentice 
in the movie Fantasia. Mickey was 
working with such notable perfor- 
mers as Leopold Stokowski who 
conducted the musical score for this 
extravaganza. Despite his outstand- 
ing performance, the audience was 
not quite ready for Mickey to be as 
sophisticated as his role required. 
Fantasia was technically the best 
film produced with Mickey, but not 
his most successful.
